22. A medical system, comprising: 

a computerized tomography device having an X-ray source and an X-ray 
detector disposed within a gantry having an aperture configured for accepting a patient 
along a gantry axis thereof : and 

a height adjusting device operable to support a stretcher, the height adjusting 
device mounted to the gantry and a mounting axis of the height adjusting device is 
displaced laterally from the gantry axis when the gantry is positioned to receive a patient 
[an axis of symmetry of the aperture]. 

In claim 24, lines 3-4, replace "axis of symmetry of the aperture" with -gantry axis--.
